The Adult 
Education Council is self -described as a non-partisan community - 
supported organization, whose purpose is to offer opportunities 
for continuing study in the areas of world affairs, public affairs, 
the humanities, family living and economics. They do so by means 
of various types of programming: lectures, seminars, discussion 
groups and workshops. We have not investigated this organization. 
"Great Decisions" is sponsored by the Foreign Policy Association 
(FPA). We have not conducted an investigation regarding FPA. 
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NOTE CONTINUED: Its alleged purpose is to carry on research to 
aid in the understanding of the foreign policy of the United States. 
During the summer of I960, a Fulton County, Georgia, Grand Jury 
handed down two presentments against FPA T s operations in Atlanta. 
We have had numerous citizen inquiries relating to FPA. A recent 
issue of "The Tablet" claimed that the FPA was aiding communism. 
This article pointed out that Vera Micheles Dean was connected with 
the organization and that another frequent contributor was Emil 
Lengyel. Dean was the subject of a Bureau investigation which was 
discontinued in 1955. She has been described as pro-Russian, pro- 
communist, and apologist for the Soviet Union. Dr. Emil Lengyel 
has been active in communist front activities. Correspondent 
included a brochure setting forth topics of discussion for the 'Great 
Decision"program in 1970^thatdncluded discussions on the Soviet 
Union, Latin America, HWpkn, the Middle East and the United Nations .

Recently, the Bureau 
received information that "The Worker," an east coast communist news- 
paper, had exhibited an interest in the "Great Decisions" program and ■• 
plans to do a series of articles on the program. A staff writer of "The . 
Worker" was seeking information concerning the location of the local 
discussion groups throughout the United States so he can encourage his 
readers to participate in such groups. . It would appear from this that the 
Communist Party, through "The Worker" and its representatives, may 
be embarking on a campaign to infiltrate local discussion groups operating 
under the "Great Decisions" program. 

The Bureau's information concerning the activity of "The 
Worker" and its representatives has come from a source highly placed 
inside the Foreign Policy Association and the Association is desirous of 
avoiding any communist influence in it or its "Great Decisions" program. 
In view of this, and in carrying out our responsibilities in the internal- 
security field, the field should be alert to any efforts of the communists 
to infiltrate the Foreign Policy Association or the local discussion groups 
under the "Great Decisions" program. However, the field should avoid 
taking any action which would create the impression that we are investi- 
gating the Association or the "Great Decisions" program. Any information 
received concerning this matter should be immediately brought to the 
Bureau's attention; however, no investigation should be conducted with- 
out, specific Bureau authority.
